School in The East 


Th* $2,000,000 Addition 
Will Not Be Completed 
Until ISM 


Th- Delhnai. High School will ho- 
rome the largest one etory high 
■ohooI building in the Eastern part 
of the United States, when the fifth 
addition, now underway, is com* 
plated, 
County 
Superintendent 
Charles H. Boehm said today. 
The $1,000,000 addition will not be 
completed until 1*54, when it may 
be expected to accommodate nearly 
1800 Jr.-Sr. high school students. 
“It will be one of the most modern 
structures in the county and cer­ 
tainly none will be more function­ 
al,” according to the county super­ 
intendent When completed it will 
hare over 44 classrooms. 
The new triple gymnasium will 
be something new for Bucks County, 
when the two electrically operated 
folding doors are opened, It will be 
possible, when required, at a later 
date, to seat 3000 spectators. Ini­ 
tially, of course, the capacity will 
be only 1000. Albert Mlcklewrlght, 
the architect, who previously de­ 
signed and supervised the construc­ 
tion of the Pennsbury high school, 
has planned this attractive one 
story addition. 
One of the educational features 
Is the large library which will be 
located on the highway side of the 
building. It will Include all the 
equipment such a center of intel­ 
lectual activity requires. The new 
addition includes a 800 capacity 
auditorium, with a special music 
room in back of the stage, which 
is separated from the stage by a 
folding door. It can be opened to 
fee resee the usefulness of the stage 
and auditorium for special events. 
Other facilities in the addition 
Include a large cafeteria, specialty 
developed home economics wing, 
and shops. 
Dr. Boehm In a report to the 
school boards said that “Walter Mil­ 
ler, regional superintendent, and 
the teachers, who under his (direc­ 
tion planned the last two additions, 
are to be especially commended for 
the painstaking manner In which 
the excellent plans for new facili­ 
ties Were developed."

Pays Off Later 
And here is a strong argument 
for training the child before the 
age of three or four to accept NO 
unemotionally. If adequate re­ 
straints are established then, the 
child in sickness or health at a 
later age can be properly re­ 
strained when necessary without 
resort to physical pain. 
The chances are that most 
highly nervous children are that 
way because they never have 
been controlled or have been 
punished ineffectively. Usually, 
the child most in need ol disci­ 
pline is the very nervous child. 
It s not easy, of course, to re­ 
strain or deny the sickly child 
when we know we should. Yet to 
pamper him is to retard his physi­ 
cal recovery, not to mention his 
moral development. 
Let this be our rule; Not what 
will be easiest for us and our 
child now, but what will be best 
for his welfare and happiness 
later. Nothing ie very important 
in terms of the present when we 
are dealing with the child; al­ 
ways it’s the future—tomorrow, 
next month, next year, many 
years hence or even when he will 
have grown up.
